Over One Thousand Votes are Cast — Council President 
Had Majority of Nearly Three Hundred Votes — Sixty- 
three Per Cent of Students Went to Polls — Two 
Thirds of all Freshmen Voted — Lawrence Hart i» 
Musical Association President — Kenneth Sims Unkm 
Secretary by Acclamation. 

With a majority of 291 votes over his opponent G. W. 
Web.ster, Errol C. Amaron, Theology '27 becomes president 
of the Students' Society of McGill University for the ses- 
sion 1926-27. 

A. Gordon .Vairn. Arts '26. who is returning to study 
law will be. President of the Union. He had a majority of 
246 votes over Warde B. Allan, the other candidate for this 
position. 

R. Stanley Quackenbush becomes vice-president of the 
Union. D. M. deC. I.>egate was 479 votes behind. 

Gordon Davidson, a junior in Arts will be next presi- 
dent of the McGill Canadian Club. Ho polled 107 more 
votes than the other two candidates, Humphrey'and Teakle, 
combined. 

With 178 votes more than both Scott and Ca.sey were 
able to gathei', J. M. C. Duckworth was returned to the 
position of President of the Literary and Debating Society. 

William Murchison was elected cheer-leader. Pratt 
ran second with 259 votes. Bondar had a total of 109. 



Freshmen Turned Out In 

Large Numbers For Vote 



One thousand and iiin.M\.one votes 
were ciiat for the position of Council 
President. Two years ago, the last 
time there w.t.s a ballot for this posi- 
tion. I. .135 persot>.q went to the polls. 
.Ve.Trly J.TOO .---.ikIomis were entitled 
to Vole this ye.rr. .\n avei-nge of fi.1 
per cent exercised their franchise. 

The lowest number of votes cist wa.s 
for the office of president of the 
Canadlin Club. Oiih 975 vofrs 
marked their ballots in rhis c.'i!<e. Only 
III one other case were less than 1.000 
ballots used: 995 voted for cheer 
leader. One thousand and eighteen 
votes were cas; for Cnion president, 
one more for vice-president of the 
same Institution. The c.mdidater. fur 
the "Lit" preBlde.ncy gathered a tot.il 
ot LOOS votes. The.so figures do not 
take into account the spoiled ballots 
of which there were over thirty. J-\>r 
the nxist. part the«e were blanks, 
though .some bore the wonl "none."

What is needed is a complete change in thought, a complete

We art! glad to se.c such a definite and authoritative pro- 
nouncement in favour of relaxing the present heavy rule» regard- 
ing attendance at lectures as was made last night by Sii- Arthur 
Currie, speaking at the annual banquet of the Commercial So-r 
ciety. Both Sir Arthur and various professors have already be^ 
fore this declared that compulsory lectures, - at least for upiier-r 
classmen, are not the most beneficial method of endowing the 
student witli an education. It is to be hoped that Sir Arthur's 
definite condemnation of the compulsoiy lecture system will be 
jEoUowed by some action on the part of the university authoi-jties, 
and that when we return next year it will be to a uiiiversity ii) 
which the number of cuts is not limited to one-eighth of the total 
lectures in the course. Our reasons for believing Ihat the one; 
eighth I'ule is too drastic to be beneficial need not be gone into, 
as Sir Ai'tliur himself has explained the disadvantages of the 
co.mpulsory lecture.
